The purpose of this teaching aodule is to exaaine 
materials and aethods in thp area of reading instruction. Opon 
coapletion of the lodule, participants s^iould be able to (a| explain 
and give an ezaaple of a published prograi for seven approaches to 
beginning reading^ (b) evaluate fovr p'oblished reading prograas, and 
(c) state 'lihich approach they feel noald be aost successful vith 
bilingual students and vhy. Participants coaplete a preassessaent 
testr choose tasks froa a list of alternatives^ and conclude the 
BOdule vith a postassessaent test. (PB) 
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RATIONALE 



No materials or methods can in themselves assure 
against poor reading instruction. Good instruction Is 
not achieved simply because a certain set of materials 
is adopted. Effective teachers will probably not see 
themselves as partisans of one methodological approach 
to the total exclusion of others. They will not debate 
the superiority of language experience, basal, individual- 
ized or programmed reading, but will deliberately use 
concepts^ procedures, and materials from these and other 
instructional approaches. The proliferation of reading 
materials in ^he past few years has made difficult this 
eclectic approach to the teaching of reading. This module 
will serve as an exploratory examination of the important 
materials and methods in the area of reading instruction. 
Obviously the first step is to become conversant with 
these materials, but a second, and more important step 
is the creative and intelligent use of these materials and 
methods.
